The infant girl was Born to a 21- 


year-old unwed Amboy 
woman 


working at H. D. Conkey & Co. 
manufacturing plant here about 9 
p.m. Tuesday. The baby died of 
exposure at 11.45 p m. Wednesday 
in Mendota Community hospital. 


The mother, who had left the 


plant with the newborn infant after 
apparently bearing the child un- 
attended, said she had dropped the 
baby when she slipped on ice near 
the plant. She said she had become 
frightened when she heard nearby 
voices and had rushed back into 
the plant without the child. 


La Salle county authorities said 


this morning no charges have been 
filed pending verdict at the inquest 
this afternoon. 


The child's body is at Bailey fu- 


nerai home here, where Dr. Irwin 
Kross, Leland, county coroner, was 
scheduled to conduct the inquest

Lie, in a formal statement, warn 


ed his staff of 3,000 they face the 
same fate if they act similarly. 


The new notices of dismissal 


were 'contained in letters, the UN 
sources said, which are expected to 
be made public later today. The 
terms and mechanics of the firings 
are also expected to be announced. 


Follows Advice 


Lie, in his statement to the secre- 


tariat, said he was following the 
advice of a distinguished three- 
man panel of international jurists 
who recommended this course. 


He announced that within a few 


days he would set up an advisory 
panel to help him in dealing with 
specific cases. 


The nine slated to,be fired refus- 


;to. answer'.questions by the U.

committee, headed by Sen. Pat Mc- 
Carran (D-Nev), on constitutional 
grounds that their answers might 
incriminate them. 


Lie was said to have served an 


ultimatum to the nine last Monday 
to answer these questons to him by 
noon Thursday or face firing. Their 
answers all were reported unsatis- 
factory.

Cox quit the post with a blast at 
Truman's decision overruling the 
WSB. 


Killmgsworth has been vice 


chairman of the board for several 
months. 


Cox said in * letter to Truman 


made public Thursday night that 
approval of the full Si.90 daily 
wage boost for 440.000 soft and 
tard coal miners could mean only 
one of two .things: 
t. That stabilization would con- 


tinue, but with the exemption of 
powerful groups like Lewis' United 
'.if ' -rker?: m. 
2. That a general easing of wage 


rules all along the line would make 
continuance of the program use- 
less. 


The WSB had reduced the min- 


ers' raise to $1.50. 


The hard coal wage boost, now 


virtually assured, will hike the 
price of this home-heating fuel by 
about 90 cents a ton. Although this 
contract has not been formally 
a p p r o v e d , Economic Stabilizer 
Roger Putnam Thursday night or- 
dered the WSB to approve it. 


Industry members of the WSB, 


who announced a formal boycott of 
the board Thursday, met secretly 
in New York and have scheduled a 
formal session here this afternoon 
to decide whether to resign in a 
bloc, slay on the board or act in- 
dividually.

who thanked the woman for lend- 
ing her $10. She said that she had 
a job but that she was paid every 
two weeks and would repay the 
lady as soon as she could. 


In the letter, Mrs. Tabor also 


said that she missed her baby 
very much and that she wished 
she could "hold it in her arms." 


Tyne immediately notified St. 


Louis police of the return address 
included in the letter. They pick- 
ed her up. 


It is expected that Dixon author

success—only time can tell. 


The general told a news confer-

"We came over here to learn. We 


have no panaceas, no trick ways of 
settling any problems."

ment. 


While the speculation continued 


without affirmation from Republi- 
can leaders, Stratton was confer- 
ring on state budget problems with 
Morton H. Hollingsworth, his new* 
ly appointed state director of fi 
nance, and State Sen. Everett 
Peters of St. Joseph. Peters heads 
the state Budgetary Commission, 
which advises the governor and 
legislature on money matters. 


Stratton has said he plans to 


name a woman to his cabinet. He 
also said the education department 
lends itself to a female director. 


Judge Binks has been on the 


bench in Henry county aince 1944 
when'she'was named to fill the un- 
expired term of Judge Charles 
gDavies. She is the second woman 
ever to hold the post of a county 
judge in Illinois.

Palmer is an assistant state 


treasurer under Stratton, and Ken- 
dall county GOP chairman'. He 
worked with the new governor's 
father, the late William J. Stratton, 
in setting up the YorkviUe State 
Game Farm. He was superintend- 
ent there from 1924-1929.

Perrine, a banker, was an as- 


sistent commissioner of the ICC 
during the reign of former Repub- 
lican governor. Dwight H. Green.

Know What Your Foe Needs in Gin 


By OSWALD JACOBY and 


ALFRED 8HEINWOLD 


One of the first 
principles of 


good play at gin rummy is that 
you avoid discarding any card that 
your opponent needs for a meld. 
This is so obvious that we don't 
have to waste time giving reasons 
for it, but it's one thing to know 
the principle and 
quite-, another 


thing to know how* to follow it. 


How do you know what your op- 


ponent needs? 
If you can't be 


sure, should you clutter up your 
hand with mildly warm cards as 
well as with red hot cards? 


If we could give an absolutely 


cut and dried answer to these 
questions, you'd 
probably get 


bored with gin rummy fairly 
quickly. Uncertainty is the spice 
of most card games. * 


There are many ways to find 


out what your opponent wants, but 
not all these ways are equally 
sure fire. You must remember 
what your opponent picks up from 
the discard pile, and you must al- 
so keep track of-what the discards 
and what he falls to pick up. 


If your opponent, discards the 


ten of npades, for example, you 
can safely discard any other ten— 
so far as a set of tens is con- 
cerned. There Is still the danger, 
of course, that he needs some other 
ten for a sequence. 


If, in this situation, you imme- 


diately follow his ten of spades 
by discarding the ten of hearts— 
you know, if he picks that up, that 
te needs it for a sequence. You 
may not be able to spot the ex- 
act sequence at once, so you mere- 
y make a mental note: "He has 
hearts around the ten." 


If you later get the jack of 


hearts, you will know that your 
opponent has ten-nine-eight. Your 
ack is a "player," and you must 
not discard it. If you also pick up 
the seven of hearts, you must save 
that also; and you have your op; 
ponent's meld bottled up at both 
ends. 


You couldn't be sure of what to 


do if you picked up the queen of 
hearts instead of the jack. It 
would be exasperating to save the 
queen and discover eventually that 
your opponent had ten-nine-eight, 


and that your queen was Just use- 
less. 


In a case like this you must de- 


cide whether to save the queen 
as a possible "jlayer" or whetner 
to take the risk of discarding it. 
Save the queen if you have an- 
other queen and can therefore hope 
to make a meld of it. 
i 


Or save the queen if you Iwve 


a poor hand with several high but 
safe discards: perhaps you wil 
find out the truth in the next tw 
or three plays.

sence it means an inflammation of 
a nerve or nerves which is ac- 
companied by pain and tenderness, 
disturbances of feeling or sensa- 
tion, and usually a certain amount 
of wasting of the muscles. 


Many causes may be responsible. 


The problem is to try to find which 
one is present. 


Vitamin deficiencies, especially 


the lack of vitamin B-l, may pro- 
duce nerve pain. One type of neu- 
ritis is common among the victims 
of chrome alcoholism. Perhaps at 
!east part of the rea«"»3 for this 
is that such persons substitute al- 
cohol for a properly balanced diet 
containing enough vitamin B-l. 


This type of neuritis often can be 


much improved or even relieved 
entirely by giving enough of this 
vitamin. 
INFECTION OFTEN IS CAUSE 


Neuritis is present in shingles, ot 


herpes zoster. In this disease the 
cause of the trouble is a virus. Se- 
vere anemia can produce neuritis. 
Many chemical agents such as ar- 
senic, and many of the substances 
used in industry may produce neu- 
ritis. Infections of almost any kind 
are frequent sources of difficulty. 


Successful 
treatment is almost 


always a problem. Sometimes the 
pain is almost intolerable, particu- 
larly in people who have been 
weakened by disease and in the 
elderly. Relief has sometimes been 
obtained by killing the nerve, by 
injecting alcohol, or by cutting tfce 
nerve by an operation. Of course, 
this does not get at the bottom of 
the trouble, but it may be needed 
to ease the terrible pain.

5. Some fighting men believe it 


Is better to go all-out against the 
Chinese now and take temporarily

mate with its giowing toll of dead 
and wounded. 
Others— and they 


are mostly the infantrymen who 
would have to carry the load of 
battle, don't agree so readily. 


•. The Chines* have -well-equip- 


ped and well-supplied armies dug 
Into heavily fortified mountain po- 
sition*— and reports would indicate 
no break in their morale despite 
terrific battle losses.

Earlier, Chung had told a report- 


er he would like to see a United 
Nations drive to the Yalu "with 
the ROK army lending the way."

Death of Czech Reds No 
Reassurance for Others 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON-OB—The hanging 


of the 11 Czechoslovakia!! Com- 
munist leaders is a little less than 
leassunng to other Communists 
that Membership in the party is 
a guarantee of longevity. 


This will hardly be a discourage- 


ment to them, though, since there 
are always enough optimists in 
any group to say: "It can't hap- 
pen to me." 


The unpleasant end which over- 


took the 11 Czechoslovakia^ has 
been interpreted as the result of 
a struggle for power among the 
Czecho.Movakian Communists them- 
selves This may be correct. 


It may also be so incorrect that 


it sounds innocent. The 11 who 
were hanged had been long-U-ne. 
faithful, hardworking Communists 
who had .suffered for the cause 
and before their disaster held posi- 
tion* of great prominence 


In other Eastern European coun- 


tries oth«»r Communist leaders, all 
with a long hitsory of party work 
behind them, have been toppled 
and destroyed or are ndw In dis- 
grace and awaiting destruction. 


If all of them got into trouble 


simply because of power, struggles 
among themselves inside their 
own countries, it might be con- 
cluded that Communists' are sim- 
ply politically cannibalistic and 
tend to chew each other up. 


But it is unthinkable, when re- 


membering the Kremlin'* control 
over the Eastern European coun- 


tries, that anything serious coul< 
have happened to the 11 or any o 
the other old-time Communists 
without Stalin's approval. 


Probably the Kremlin decided 


they had served their purpose — 
helping to establish communism in 
•heir own country—and from now 
on might be troublesome. 


Because of their long activity in 


party work all of them had estab- 
lished a following—in Czechoslo- 
vakja, for example—which might 
obey them, instead of Moscow, in 
any break or disagreement with 
the Kremlin. 


Tito in Yugoslovia had provided 


the classic example of how this 
could happen, and the Kremlin 
could never risk another Tito any 
where.
